Jan. I.—The con­ 
census of expert opinion Tonight is 
that the explosion in the beautiful 
marble building of the First National 
bank here this afternoon was caused 
by dynamite or some other high ex­ 
plosive. 
A piece of pipe believed to 
have been part of the bomb was found 
late today in the wrecked basement. 
A motive is lacking, but the bank 
officials and the police incline lo the 
belief that the explosion was either 
j the work of a crank or that the bomb 
had been secreted in the basement 
by would-be robbers for future us-* 
and had been touched o flfprema- 
turely. No arrests have been mad * 
and the police are without any defi­ 
nite clue upon which to work. 
Joseph Pelch, a Hungarian carpen­ 
ter of this citA, one of the ten in­ 
jured, was taken to the police station 
this evening and questioned by tho 
police.

Several criminal lawyers of promt- 
wence have argued the point with Mr. 
Jerome since tho close of the first 
bearing and have urged him to oppose 
£his line of testimony at the trial 
4bout to begin. These attorneys de­ 
clare a vital principle of law' is in­ 
volved and that it should go to the 
highest courts for determination. 
Mr. Jerome has given no definite an­ 
swer to his fellow members of the bar, 
hut the representations made to him 
to the importance to the commun- 
ftjr at large ot tsting the legality of 
such testimony have been unusually 
strong and many of the prosecuting 
officer’s closest friends would not be 
{Surprised if he should rise in his place 
when Mrs. Thaw is called as a witness 
and contend against the admissibility 
of her testimony with his character­ 
istic skill and vigor. 
Young Mrs. Thaw was allowed to 
testify at the titbit trial upon the theory 
that it was her story, told to Thaw in 
Sr arte In 1903, two years before their 
carriage, that planted the seeds of 
temporary insanity in his brain. The 
prosecution was not allowed to test 
Ae truth or falsity of the story, the 
'sourt rule being that regardless of its 
truth, the issue had to do solely with 
tSfee effect on the defendant’s mind. 
Mr. Jerome offered witnesses, who 
J*© declared would contradict certain 
af the wife’s statements, but they were 
not allowed to be heard. The prosecu­ 
tion had its only recourse in a severe 
cross-examination, but even this was 
allowed only on the ground of testing 
the credibility of the witness in a 
general way. District Attorney Jerome 
has consistently declined to discuss 
She Thaw case for publication. 


OLDEST 
BANK 
IN THE WORLD. 
LIN K W ITH THC DEAD PAAT. 


One at Nineveh Seems to Be Entitled 
to the Distinction. 


There was a kind of public record 
office attached to the palace and tem­ 
ple at Nineveh, iu which it was cus­ 
tomary to deposit important legal and 
other documents, such as contracts 
and agreements for the purchase and 
sale of property, marriage settlements. 
wills, etc. 
Among these there were 
discovered official statements as to 
the history and transaptions of the 
eminent banking house of Egid ’ at 
Nineveh. Assyrian chronology proves 
that these refer to a date about 2,300 
years before the Christian era, when 
Abraham dwelt at Ur of the Chaldees, 
as is stated in Genesis. 
We may, 
therefore, claim for this firm the repu­ 
tation of being the oldest bank in the 
world, at least, of which we have any 
record, or are likely to have. 
The 
accounts are very voluminous, and 
cover the transactions of five genera­ 
tions of the house from father to son. 
The firm grew rapidly in Importance 
during this period, during which they 
attained greai wealth; for they had 
succeeded in securing from the king 
the appointment of collectors of taxes, 
a position which in the east always 
leads to fortune. 
They afterwards 
framed the revenue for several of the 
Assyrian provinces, with very great 
gain to the firm.

HAND GRENADES OF 1812. 


An interesting Derbyshire “link with

Opening it at the form 
of service for January 30, she showed 
me a piece of coarse linen, of the color 
at a dead leaf, which she said was a 
portion of a handkerchief which had 
been dipped in the king s blood, and 
was given to her grandmother by the 
above eye-witriess When it first pass­ 
ed into her posse:.s'on it was nearly 
entire, but her children had played 
with it, and this was all she had man­ 
aged to preserve.”—D i by (England) 
Telegraph.

While examining the contents of 
the ordnance storehouse at Fort Mc­ 
Henry Lieut. J. L. Holcombe, of the 
One Hundred and Twenty-eighth coast 
artillery di covered several boxes of 
old hand grenades which are supposed 
to be more than a hundred years old, 
says the Baltimore American. 
The 
missiles are of the earliest make used 
by the United States government, and 
were probably placed at the historic 
old fort when it was first erected in 
1812. Owing to the way in which they 
were packed the grenades had only 
the slightest tr^e of rust upon them. 
The discovery rn the weapons recalls 
a bit of the ancient history of 
the 
country. In explaining their use Lieut. 
Holcombe said that the grenades were 
handled only by the grenadiers of the 
■hip, who, walking out upon the yard­ 
arms of the old fashioned fighting ves­ 
sels threw them into th© ranks of the 
enemy.

four pounds aud are shaped after the 
fashion of the bombs used by anar­ 
chists, and are iron and loaded with 
gunpowder. 


Wolf in Italian Town. 
It is not often that European eyes 
witness the spectacle of a wolf trot­ 
ting leisurely through the streets in 
broad daylight, and with little 
^par­ 
ent concern. 
Such an incident hap­ 
pened recently in the Italian town of 
Annezzano. 
The wolf went sniffling 
first in the direction of one house and 
then of another as he 
went along. 
Passing by the hospital, an attendant 
of sporting instincts saw the game, 
and, rushing for a gun, gave chase.

More than a hundred years have 
elapsed since Benjamin Franklin, em 
ploying a phraseology now superseded, 
put forth a theory of matter, says a 
writer In Current Literature. It wa* 
pronounced “a delusion” by the physi­ 
cists of the ninteenth century, but the 
scientists of the twentieth century, ac 
cording to Sir Oliver Lodge, may be 
forced to rehabilitate it as the only 
means of issue from the labyrinth in 
which all physical study is now involv­ 
ed. Stripped of technical verbiage and 
put briefly, the Franklin theory is that 
electricity and matter in combination 
form a neutral substance, which is the 
atom of matter as we know it. 
The 
most interesting part of the problem 
for ourselves, says Sir Oliver, is the 
explanation of matter in terms of elec­ 
tricity, the view that electricity, as 
Franklin seems to have supposed, the 
fundamental “substance.” 
What we 
men of to-day have been accustomed 
to regard as an indivisible atom of 
matter is thus built up out of elec­ 
tricity. All dom s—atoms of ap sorts 
of “substances”—are built up of the 
same thing. In our day, to put it more 
clearly, the theoretical and proximate 
achievement 
of 
what 
philosophers 
from Franklin’s day to ours have al­ 
ways sought—a unification of matter 
—is offering itself to physical inquiry

Cook Is in Sole Charge of the Domes­ 
tic Cusine.

—$10, $15 or $20, as the case may be— 
for her work.

15 or 20 
cents per day, she is likely to accept 
the position. She rarely sleeps at the 
house, and usually has a family of he” 
own who are fed from the larder of 
her 
employer.

breakfast is 
light—fruit, rolls and coffee—and at 
noon there is a meal known as late 
breakfast, which resembles the Ameri­ 
can luncheon. 
When this is finished 
the cook spends a few hours at her 
home and returns at five o’clock in 
time to prepare dinner. A half-grown 
girl is employed to wait on the table, 
answer the door bell, etc. 
In some 
families male cooks are employed. If 
the meals do not suit the master of 
the house he adds more money to the 
marketing allowance.—Mrs. C. R. Mil­ 
ler, in Leslie’s Weekly.

bf the bankers’ colony in the United 
States penitentiary here, is in poor 
health and has spent m ost of his tim e 
In the prison hospital since his a r­ 
rival. 
The advent of Tygard has called a t­ 
tention to th e num ber of form er bank­ 
ers now confined in the prison. There 
ire 21 in all and they are rapidly be­ 
coming the m ost num erous class in ! 
the prison, being exceeded now only ; 
by the horse thieves and territory lid -1 
Afters. 
T he ex-bankers are the aristocrats 
bf the prison life, m ost o? them being 
educated men of refined tastes and ac- 
bujstomed to polite society. 
But now 
they are shorn of all outw ard distin­ 
guishing m arks of respectability by 
tehich they were identified in the old 


days before high finance sent them be­ 
hind the bars. 
They wear the prison uniform, they 
walk lockstep in the convict m arch, 
they eat prison fare, they are liable to 
be hustled into the dungeon if they 
become refractory. 
But the 21 bankers are not refrac­ 
tory. 
They 
are 
model 
prisoners, 
every one of them. 
Most of the col­ 
ony have attained the honor of being 
m ade “tru sties’ 
and 
their 
work 
is 
clerical in Its nature. 
They keep the 
prison books, check 
tip the 
prison 
laundry and otherw ise look after the 
records of the institution. 
One long row of cells is known as 
“B ankers’ Row.” 
It is on the second 
floor of the prison, where the deputy 
warden has his office. 
Many of the 
bankers occupy cells in th at row, but 
the sam e rules about locking up, lights 
out, and hours of rising, prevail there 
as elsew here in the penitentiary. 
The ex-bankers are not required to 
eat with the m echanics and other con­ 
victs who do m anual labor. 
But th at 
is not because of any sym pathy. They 
m ight get their clothes dirty sitting 
by laborers aud dirty clothes would 
soil the bocks on which the bankers 
work. 
The penitentiary is a very demo­ 


cratic place, 
but, 
nevertheless, 
the 
bankers are recognized as the “upper 
cru st” of the Inmates.

the cryolite fleet to sail, she wa3 the 
first to get back. H er sister ship, the 
Alkaline, was forced, through stress of 
w eather, to put into Newfoundland in 
distress. 
J'lie natives reported last w inter an 
unusually 
storm y 
one, 
and 
Capt. 
Zurcker, the m aster of the Calcium, 
found th at the sum m er had not been 
unpleasant, with the exception of a t­ 
tacks by sw arm s of bloodthirsty mos­ 
quitoes^ 
The general idea th at mos­ 
quitoes are not to be found in the arc­ 
tic circle, the crew stated, is a great 
m istake, as the pests frequently forced 
the men to retreat while she was load­ 
ing a cargo of cryolite at Ivigtut. 
The Calcium found on her 
arrival 
off Greenland th at the coast was ice­ 
bound for a distance of 50 miles, but 
despite this barrier, she m anaged to 
work her way to her loading berth at 
Ivigtut. 
By the tim e the vessel was 
loaded the wind had 
changed 
and 
driven the ice far to seaward, leaving 
a clear channel, and there was no fur­ 
th er difficulty. 
The Alkaline, a sister 
vessel, W'hieh has been all sum m er 
m aking the run, is expected home this 
week. 
The Calcium made the return 
trip in 33 days.

One 
on th e Pacific coast covers 240 acres, 
w ith 32 m iles of railroad which sup­ 
ply the m atch m achines w ith 200,000 
feet of sugar pine and 
yellow 
pine 
logs a day. 
For the m anufacture of the m atch 
the hest grade of wood is necessary. 
Sapwood, knotty or cross-grained tim ­ 
b er will not do. 
T he m atch m anufacturers 
are

m uch concerned over the tim ber sup­ 
ply question as any others.

The m atch m achine 
tak es the finest tim ber and w hat it re­ 
jects goes to 
the 
by-product 
yard. 
Am ong the by-products turned out by 
th e large Pacific coast factory are 1,- 
000 doors and 800 sashes daily. 
A s a m atter of fact, it would be im­ 
possible to carry on the m atch busi­ 
ness a t all a t present prices if the re­ 
jected lum ber were not worked into 
som ething else. 
This country, although it has the 
m ost abundant m aterial and the finest 
m achinery in 
the 
world, does 
not 
m anufacture enough m atches to sup­ 
ply the hom e m arket. 
Thousands of 
dollars* w orth are annually im ported 
from Germ any, Austria, France, Swe­ 
den and other countries w here they 
a re m ade by cheaper labor and poorer 
m achinery and 
usually from 
higher- 
priced wood. The im ports are largely 
safety m atches which can 
be struck 
only on the box or other specially pre­ 
pared surface. 
N early every 
m anufacturing 
com­ 
pany h as m achinery 
m ade 
specially 
for its use, and covered by patents, 
and it also employs processes discov­ 
ered or devised by its own chem ists 
^an d m echanics, and kept secret to pre-
